The Wireless Telecommunications Bureau will host a public forum to discuss broadband
PCS C and F block installment payment issues and proposed alternative financing arrangements
raised in the Public Notice released on June 2, 1997.   The Public Forum will be held on June 30,1

1997 in the Commission Meeting Room, Suite 856, 1919 M Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. from
1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m.

Time will be reserved for audience members to make comment and ask
questions.
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The first panel will address the general question of whether the Commission should
consider modification of the payment rules for broadband PCS C and F block installment debt
licensees.   The second panel will address specific proposals for alternative financing arrangements2

and debt discounting.  3
